YERKES.ON THE ECONOMIC eas DEAL. 


The Street-Car Magnate Explains, How He 
Came to Sell His Stock. 

C. T. Yerkes returned from ‘the East yester- 
day morning and talked about the Economic 
gas deal. 
Since I returned from Burope last fall 
persons have been talking to me at various 
times about buying my stock in the Chicago 
Central Construction company—which con- 
trols the Economic Gas Company—and also 
my stock in the Indiana Natural Gas com- 
pany,” he said. 1 have always refused to 
entertain any of their propositions, and the 
fact is that it was not until Thursday last that 
I consented to sell. 
The contract constracbiei stock is divided 
among about twenty- five holders, and it was 
not until two months ago that the proposi- 
tions began to take definite form. At that 
time a New-Yorker came here to see me and 
made mean offer for my entire interest in 
the company. I told him most emphatically 
that I had no stock for sale, and, besides that, 
I did not know where he could get any. I 
then went to some of the larger holders, told 
them of the offer, and ufged them to hold 
their stock. Pending all his the Economic 
company went on with itsendeavor to procure 
a site for its plant, and to make other arrange- 
ments to carry on Fork.

LICENSE ORDINANCE, 


A Search of the County Clerk's Office Brings 
It to Light—It Is as Positive in Its Pro- 
visions as Either the Hyde Park or En. 
glewood Measures — An Opinion from 
Corporation Counsel Miller—The Lake 
Ordinance Omitted from the “ Revised 
Municipal Code.“ 


As an Alderman pointed out the other day, 
the Englewood people are as fully protected 
against the encroachment of the groggeries as 
are the people of Hyde Park. An examina- 
tion of the old Town of Lake ordinances in 
the County Clerk’s office brought to light the 
following, which is of great importance just 
now: 

See. 13. [License code.] No license shall be 
granted to keep i saloon within 150 feet of any 
publie park, parkway, boulevard, public school, 
or church; nor in all that portion of the west half 
of Sec. 5, Township W. north range 14, east of 
the third principal meridian which lies more than 
100 feet east of Ashland avenue; nor in all that 
portion of Sec. 16, 20, 21, 28, and 29, Township 
38, north range 14, east of the 
8 principal meridian. bounded as follows 

wit: Commencing at a point on the south line 
of Garfield boulevard (Fifty-fifth street) 125 feet 
west of the west line of State street, and running 
thence scuth parallel with said west line of State 
street to the center: line of Sixty-eighth street; 
thence east along the center line of said Sixty- 
eighth street to the center line of State street; 
thence south along the center line of State street 
to the center line of Seventy-ninth street; thence 
west along the center line of Seventy-ninth street

In the absence of knowledge to the contrary, I 
think that from the fact that such persons re-

The: Collector Not Notified, 
The Town of Lake Local Option ordinance 
has not yet been called to the attentjon of the 
City Collector. It is not printed in the 
Hutchinson-Robinson Revised Municipal 
Code, so called. Indeeed recently Supt. Mo- 
Claughry, when called upon to refuse a license 
for a saloon near a public school in the Thir- 
tieth Ward, did so on the rather compre- 
hensive ground that a man who would set up 
a saloon near a school is not of good moral 
character. It will be noted that if the license 
were granted it would be in defiance of the 
ordinance, which it may be observed was 
promptly brought to the attention of 
the last city administration by Father 
Dorney, when a man tried to set up 
a saloon beside St. Gabriel’s Church, Father 
Dorney helped to secure the passage of the 
ordinance by the the Town of Lake Board 
and remembered it. Corporation Counsel 
Hutchinson and Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Robinson for some reason missed it when 
compiling the Revised Municipal Code.“ 
The Town of Lake people will doubtless 
call the attention of the Mayor, Corporation 
Counsel, City Collector, and Superintendent 
of Police to the provisions above quoted soon.

PEFFER'S THIRD PARTY IDEAS 


The Senator from Kansas Is for the Masses 
and Not the Classes. 

Senator Peffer, wliom the Kansas Farmers’ 
Alliance sent to Congress in place of John J. 
Ingalls, talked interestingly of the aims’ and 
objects of the Alliance. He said: 3 

That St. Louis convention is an im- 
portant one. In it will be delegates from the 
Farmers Alliance, North and South, the 
Knights of Labor, the Federation of Labor, 


the Farmers’ Mutual Benefit Association, and 
a number of similar organizations. Its 
object will be to formulate a 


fundamental code of principles, which will be 
made the platform of a new National political 
party. This party vill probably be called 
either the National or Independent party. It 
will be in favor of free silver, of reduced tar- 
iff, of government loans at a low rate of inter- 
est, of governmental control of railroads, tel- 
egraph lines, street car lines, mills, mines, gas 
companies, and all other industries where the 
people are interested. All of the organizations 
represented, except the Farmers’ Mutual 
Benefit Association, admit. women to member- 
ship on an equality with men, and it will do it 
before long. The new party will favor woman 
suffrage, though it may not incorporate it in 
its platform at once. 

Our party has been willfully and malicious- 
ly misrepresented by the public press. We 
are only working for the greatest good of the 
greatest number. We want rich and poor 
treated alike. If I ship one car of stock from 
Kansas and you ship ten I do not want to pay 
twice as much freight for my car as you do 
for each of yours. Our party is a sort of 
strike against oppression, and I can tell you

If the gold were all 
used in the making of coins of larger value, 
and the silver for coins of smaller value, 
each at their true worth in bullion, both kinds 
of coin would be circulated freely and with- 
out fear of loss by nolding them. Put a dol- 
lar's worth of silver into a doilar, and take the 
consequences. But it isynot true, as seems to 
be assumed by most of ‘these correspondents, 
that the country would -be any better off by 
effecting such a large increase in the volume 
of the circulation as to make money cheap. 
There is enough money now in the country to 
furnish to every man a sufficiency of coin or 
Hank credit in exchange for any valuable 
thing he may have to sell, whether that be 
labor in the present or the accumulated prod- 
uct of labor in the past.

WASHINGTON’S BIRTHDAY. 

Chicago will celebrate the anniversary of 
Washington’s birthday as ic has never been 
celebrated before in this city. More than this, 
in no other city of this country will it receive 
more general, fitting, or patriotic observance 
than in this, the youngest of the great cities 
of the United States. There 1s occasion for 
congratulation in this, for it shows that Chi- 


-eago is national to the core and chefishes the 


memory of the Father of his Country with 
loyal devotion to his patriotic character and 
to the great principles of American liberty 
which he represented. 

The program of the celebration includes a 
list of attractions which will suit all tastes. It 


is preéminently the Union League club’s day, 


and that large and influential organization 
will observe it in a dignified and loyal inan- 
ner. It will meet with its invited friends at 
the Audi‘orium in the afternoon and listen to 
an address by Gen. Stewart L. Woodford of 
New York, and in the evening it 
will ‘give one of its elegant ban- 
quets at which Gen. Woodford, Senator Dan- 
iel of West Virginia, President Gates of Am- 
herst College, the Rev. John H. Barrows of 
Chicago, and other speakers will make short 
and appropriate orations on themes connected 
with the day. The club’s work will not end 
with these two events. At 11-o’clock this 
forenoon it will hold seven different celebra- 
tionsin churches, halls, and school buildings 
in different parts of the city, at which seven 
representatives of various colleges will make 
addresses specially adapted for the pupils of 
the schools and intended to impress the les- 
sous of the day upon the yogng. Besides this 
general celebration there will be numerous 
smaller ones of, a patriotic character, both by 
American and foreign organizations, and the 
leading ladies of the city will give a colonial 
tea party at the Art Institute, which will be 
sure to attract an immense attendance. Busi- 
ness, in fact, will be suspended, and the whole 
city will give itself up to the patriotic. duties 
of the day with enthusiasm and fervor. It 
will be in all respects a national holiday, and 
will not lack in popular interest or zeal be- 
cause Chicago has but just celebrated the 
birthday of that other great American—Abra- 
ham Lincoln. 

The presence of so large a part of the Na- 
tional Congress in the city will lend an added 
interest td the character of the celebration.

THE SILVER PROBLEM. 

An eminent writer on financial questions 
was asked by the New York Bulletin to write 
a series of articles on the topic, and declined 
because of the pressure of other duties, but 
said: ** The great point is to demand an in- 
ternational agreemert as to the relative value 
of the two Metals, gold and silver, and to in- 
duce all nations to coin both metals at that 
relative value, and make them both current 
money. The great argument in favor of 
adopting this system is the undoubted fact 
that of the two metalstsilver is the more use- 
ful, because needed everywhere for the small 
daily purchases of the community: whereas 
gold is only useful in large banking opera- 
tions, and these can be made better with 
checks and bills of exchange than with gold.“ 

That is the correct view. The course pro- 
posed is the only one by which the people of 
the United States cau hope to see a practical 
parity established for the two metals, and 
without that the friends of silver coinage in 
this country could not carry their point with- 
out tausing vastly greater evil than the one 
they profess a wish to cure. Even supposing, 
for the sake of argument, that the discrimina- 
tion against silver in the early seventies was 
unjust, that would not abolish the fact that we 
have now well-defined conditions to deal with, 
and that the action cannot be upset except by 
the parties;thereto. It is as useless now to 
talk about what ought to have been done 
twenty years ago as for a doctor to blame a 
patient near the point of death for having 
been such a fool as to catch the disease 
from which he is suffering. The ques- 
tion now is what must be done to cure the 
complaint if it be cured at all, and the correct 
answer is the one formulated above. Any- 
thing short of an international agreement 
would be of no more use than the pouring of 
vil on a flame with the intent to quench it. 
For the United States to undertake the thing 
alone by the adoption of free coinage for sil- 
vor would be a worse remedy than none at all. 
It would make matters worse instead of better 
and probably prove the deathblow to the 
hopes of those who want to see, silver re- 
habilitated and piaced once more by the side 
of gold in the coinage of the nations, 

In refusing to admit this evident fact of the 
financial situation the fellows who in Con- 
gress or out of it continue the howl for free 
silver prove themselves to be either densely 
ignorant or intensely knavish. They do not 
understand the simplest propositions in the 
science of political economy, or they are de- 
liberately seeking to pluage the country into 
a slough of financial mud where a brief sea- 
son of higher floating than is possible in 
water would be mistaken for buoyancy, and 
the subsequent struggle to get out of the filth 
be ull the harder in proportion to its density. 
It is hard to resist the conclusion that they 
are open to the latter charge, having no regard 
to the interests of the people as a whole and 
willing to sacrifice them for the sakeof pleasing 
a relatively few impecunious cretlitors. It is 
the latter who are to be helped by the passage 
of the Bland bill. Men who hold property 
which they have not paid for are to be assist- 
ed to hold on to it without paying more than 
two-thirds of their indebtedness, The folks 
to whom full ——— n — and

nothing bel to others, could not 
make a stiver by change, are to be legis- 


lated against in the interest of the debtor 
class. Those of the workers who own no

DOWMENT FRAUDS. 
Now ‘that tseems to have been resolved 


upon the lo „ must go it should be in 
order td look latter the numerous endowment 
frauds which are operating in many of the 
States. They are as bad as the lottery, in the 
matter of principle, and perhaps it may even 
be said that their work is more demoralizing, 
for the reason that they take the money of 
those disposed to be thrifty while the lottery 
mostly takés money from the lazy and shift- 
less classes in the community. The endow- 
ment fraud appeals to the man of small means 
who wishes to make some provision for the 
future and is willing to stint himself in the 
present in the hope of doing so. It appeals 
first to his thrift and then to his cupidity. by 
trying to make it appear that the manipu- 
lators of the scheme have discovered some 
royal road to the doubling of dollars which 
is unknown to the average business-man and 
banker. If the poor dupe would only stop to 
think a moment he might perceive that the 
sharp one able to manipulate money to pro- 
duce the results promised could soon grow 
rich without the necessity of letting strangers 
share the benefits of his skill. He would see 
that the offer is little, if any, better than that 
of the “green goods switidler who ropes in 
his victims by the promise of six or ten dol- 
lars for one, and gives him a box of sawdust 
or a package of brown paper in exchange for 
his good bank bills. As the people thus ap- 
proached are not sufficiently wise to keep out 
of the toils spread for them it becomes a ques- 
tion if it be not the duty of the authorities to 
suppress the frauds. Certainly if this be right 
in regard to the lottery it cannot be wrong 
with the other. 

The thrifty wage earners of Massachusetts 
seem to be the especial meat of these 
swindlers. The Springfield Republican of a 
recent date publishes a table giving the results 
of work by the Insurance Commissioner in the 
compilation of statistics for the close of last 
June and the twelve months preceding. In 
that State alone there were 55 of these com- 
panies, with a membership of 265,484, and ul- 
timate diabilities of $84,810,278 with assets of 
only $2,368,881 claimed to be in the benefit 
funds. The terms of endowment run from 
six months to fifteen years, the five year term 
being the most popular as measured by dol- 
lars invested, while the single year term has 
attracted the greater number of victims. Of 
course failurée are most numerous among the 
shorter term companies, and it is said they have 
cropped out abundantly since June, when the 
shorter-term orders, began to come to the end 
of their first ndowment terms. The one six- 
months order, eight out of the nine for one 
year, the single one for eighteen months, and 
three of the seventeen five-year period, with 
others, making a total of sixteen, have since 
succumbed and gone into the hands of receiv- 
ers, with the cheering prospect to the members 
that they will lose nearly every dollar put in. 
The Boston Commercial Bulletin says, in com- 
menting on the situation, that every order 
which has reached the time when its certifi- 
cates have begun to mature is ia the hands of 
an assignee or receiver. It cannot be doubted 
that as the longer-termed ones approach that 
time the storm will strike them with equal 
force, seeing that their assets on hand bear 
but a very small proportion to their liabilities. 

It is unfortunate that alleged provision for 
déath and disability has with most of these 
companies formed a mask for the endowment 
swindle. Hence it is probable they would be 
killed off by the passage and enforcement of 
a law prohibiting the endowment feature, 
while not interfermg with the right of an, 
association of men to insure each other in the 
matter of death, accident, and disease. Opin; 
ions may differ as to the wisdom of men thus 
associating under conditions which offer the 
smallest chance of realizing to those who pay 
in the most money, but the right to do 80 
should not be infringed upon, though some 
men in the regular insurance field might favor 
such interference by the law.

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THE TRUST MON OFPOLIES. 


The New York Bulletin is publishing a se- 


ries of articles on the trust combinations of 
the United States, beginning with the one 
formed to control! sugar. This, one of the 
most important combinations of capital in the 
country, was organized for the express pur- 
pose of suppressing competition, and by so do- 
ing to raise prices and increase profits toa 
maximum. It was for a time successful, but 
the event hab proved that the very methods 
adopted to accomplish. those ends contained 
the elements of final defeat. The control it 
exercised over the markets in 1888 and 1889 led 
it to make exorbitant exactions, the result of 
which was the building of new refineries to 
compete with it,and the machine lost the 
power to manipulate the market at its own 
sweet will. In spite of its strong combination 
with the wholesale grucers the trust has found 
that with its heavily watered capital it was 
nut sufficiently influential either to crush the 
independent refineries or bring them to tefms. 
The proposed increase of $25,000,000 in its 
capital stock, which is now said ‘to be prac- 
tically assured, has been made for the express 
purpose of accomplishing by purchase what it 
vould not bring about by other methods. 

But the plan thus resolved upon is so artifi- 
cial that it cannot be more than a temporary 
success. If the trust should be able again to 
suppress competition by purchasing the lead- 
ing independent refineries it could only be 
done at most extravagantly inflated prices. 
In order to pay dividends on its enormously 
inflated capital it would be forced to raise 
prices still higher, and this would in turn offer 


fresh inducements to the building of new re- 


fineries, which being unhampered by watered 
stock could not be crushed or reduced to sub- 
mission by the trust. The present situation 
would then be repeated, but in a more aggra- 
vated form, and collapse must be the final 


outcome, the crash bemg all the greater if 


long deferred. Thus, it is reasoned, experience 
shows that the operation of the trust principle 
creates obstacles of such an insurmountable 
character as to doom the experiment to utter 
failure. Trusts constitute, therefore, an ele- 
ment of the gravest danger to our industrial 
investments, and should be regarded by the 
public as strongly inimical to the best inter- 
ests of society. 

The article seems to be written chiefly with 
reference to the effects of the trust plan on 
accumulations of capital and speculations of 
& more or less speculative character. But 
perhaps the gravest danger of the trust, apart 
from the fact that it raises prices to the con- 
sumer, is the suppression of competition 
among workers in case the end aimed at by 
the trust be gained. One of the prominent 
objects is avowed to be a lessening ‘of the cost 
of production, which is sought to be attained 
in various ways. Among these is the elimina- 


tion of competitive bufing from the market 
in which are purchased supplies of the raw 
material, thus cutting down the prices paid.to 


| 
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labor wherever possitile, shutting up channels 
in which it might otherwise find employment, 


and by controlling labor market put down 
to the lowest point wages of those who 
find something to do. The trust is thus a 
double injury to the jorking-man by directly 
reducing his ability th buy and increasing the 
price of what he has to purchase. One would 
think this point would be so easily perceived 


by the labor organizations of the country that 
they would unite as one man to denounce the 
trust as their worst enemy. That they do not 
only proves their attention is occupied with 
relatively unimportant matters, while they 
neglect those thing which most intimately 
and closely concern their interests. 


“ AMERICAN INDUSTRIALS.” 

The London Statist: publishes some figures 
which must be disappointingly interesting to 
the many who invested their money on the 
other side of the Atlantic in the stock of 
breweries in the United States. The Chicago 
Brewing company, | Bartholomae Brewing 
company, and St. Louis Brewers’ were cap- 
italized at an aggregate of $29,208,060, which 
was generally supposed by well-posted parties 
to be two or three times the actual value. 
The properties were paid for at fully as much 
as they were worth, and the rest went to pro- 
moters and in payment of the expenses attend- 
ing thedeal. The profits of these establishments 
in 1889 were $3,145,005, or 10% per 
gent. In 1891 they were $2,220,205, or 

7.6 per cent, though there was an 
increase of 15 per cent in the number 
of barrels sold. It is fair to pres dine that the 
showing for the current year will amount to 
no profit at all unless there be a change in 
conditions. The wholesale price for 1891 could 
not have averaged much less than $6 per bar- 
rel, but within the ladt six weeks it declined 
to $4, a figure which is said to be little if any 
greater than the cost of production and the 
amount of government tax. This fact ex- 
plains the recent weakness in brewery stocks, 
during which phase they declined nearly 50 
per cent, They could hardly have tumbled so 
far had there been any reasonable hope of a 
speedy return to the lune of beer at paying 
prices. 

When the Amertoah holders sold out their 
interests they agreed not to build new brew- 
eries within a stated length of time. But they 
could not guarantee that others would abstain 
from opening up new plants or increasing the 
capacity bf old ones, and it is believed that 
some of the sellers have more or less secretly 
broken Haith with the buyers. Anyhow the 
directors of the English contpanies are ex- 
plaining the smaller profits of last year by 
charging that in evéry case competition has 
greatly increased and saying that the former 
owners are secretly encouraging this competi- 
tion. They also name the higher prices that 
had to be paid for mfterials as one cause for 
reduced profits, but évideatly this fact would 
tell with equal force upon both parties, and it 
is fair to presume that prices would have been 
lower had the cost of corn been as low in 1891 
as it was two years ago. 

In addition to this the reports from Chi, 
cago make the significant admission that the 
Anti-Trust law of this State forced them to 
dissolve heir pool,” and hint at this as the 
great capse of the break. So it appears the 
Illinois law against trusts has really been 


effectual in this instance, as it is believed to 


have béeh in some others, and because of this 
feature the publie has a right to rejoice that 
the power of the combination is broken. The 
Englisi people had h perfect right to invest 
their capital i in what they call American in- 
dustrials,“ and the many comparatively poor 


ofles among them who have each purchased a 3 


share or two in the breweries and other com- 
panies which are making poor profits may be 
individually subjecte. for commiseration, 
But the general Hau of these combi- 
nations was of the worst and most 
demoralizing class. The avowed aim 
was to increase profits by reducing competi- 
tion, and letting lie idle such of their proper- 
ties as could be dispensed with, so as to give 
labor the smallest possible show. They were 
to be conducted on the most approved meth- 
ods of do mercy to any but themselves, no 
recognition of commercial comity other than 
what is compelled by law, an Ishmaelitish 
course of procedurejas against foreigners ex- 
pected ta take their wares and ask no ques- 
tions. Such plans do not call out active 
sympathy for the planners when they fail. 
On the dontrary, they are apt to provoke the 
very opposition it is designed to obviate, and 
thus prove the policy to be unsound as well as 
inhuman. It is pleasant to be able to note 
the tendency to failure of the trust method 
for this cause, whether operated at home or 
from abroad, as it shows that the most 
destructive fungus dt modern business car- 
ries with it elements which insure its speedy 
decay,

APPOINTING mom woo ELECTORS. 
A correspondent asks the following ques- 


tion: 

The United States| Constitution says: Each 
State shail appoint in such manner as the Legis- 
lature thereof may ditect a number of Electors 
equal to the number of Senators and Representa- 
tives to which the State may be enfitled in Con- 
gress.” I take the liberty of asking whether un- 
der this clause it is not requisite that the State 
itself appoint all the Electors and whether the 
delegation of the power to appoint single Electors 
by Congressional disttiets is not illegal? 

The point is not a good one. Ifthe Electors 


are chosen in such 4 manner as the Legisla- 
ture directs their appointment is the act of 
the State. That is not only the natural mean- 


ing of the words, but it is the way in which 


they were interpreted in the past. In 1789 the 
Massachusetts and Virginia Electors were 
chosen by districts, | So were those of North 
Carolina and Kentudky in 1792. In 1789 Penn- 
Sylvania, New Hampshire, and Maryland used 
the general ticket system. In New Jersey, 
South Carolina, Géorgia, Connecticut, and 
Delaware the Legisläture chose the Electors. 
In New York the two Houses got into a row 
and no Electors were appointed. In 1796 
the Tennessee Legislature divided the 
State into three Eledtoral districts, and then 


passed an act that the Electors may be | 


elected with as little trouble as possible to the 
citizens, be it enacted that [here come the 
names of several persons] are appointed 
as Electors toelect an Elector for their re- 
spective districts.“ ‘The same thing was done 
in 1800. Here are four different ways of ap- 
pointing Electors and not one of them was 
taken exception to, If the Elector has a reg- 
ular certificate from the authorities of the 
State his title is perfect. 

In 1800 the Federalist Legislature of New 
Hampshire, fearing that the State might be 
carried for Jefferson, took the appointment 
of Electors from the people and gave it to it- 
self. The Federal Legisiature of Massa- 
chusetts did the same thing for the same rea- 
son. ‘The Virginia Jeffersonians chauged 
from the district to the general ticket plan in 
order that the Federalists might be deprived 
of the votes they otherwise would have had 
from that State. The politicians of that day, 
without flistinction f party, were unscrupu- 
lous men sticking af nothing to carry their 
point. 

Finally all the States with the exception of 
South Carolina adopted the general ticket 
method, and the last-named State fell into 
line after the war. For over twenty years 
there has been absolute uniformity. Hence, 
while the eppointment of Electors by dis- 
tricts as in Michigan this coming fall is“ le- 
„and is a violation of

can usurp the power of appointing Electors,

SENATOR KILL AND THE NEW YORE 
| ELECTORS. ' 

A Republican paper, speaking of Senator 
Hill’s efforts to secure the Presidential nomi- 
nation, says! 

We have little doubt that if the Democrats of 
the Nation insisted that some other candidate 
would suit them better, Mr..Hill is prepared to 
take the further step of having his Legislature 
select Hill Electors in advance of the November 
election, and thus put plainly before the party 
the straight issue of Hill or a Republican for 
President. 

The paper in question ought to know better 
than this. The act of Congress provides that 
the Electors must be appointed on the first 
Tuesday after the first Monday in November. 
They may be appointed later if there is no 
choice on that day, but they cannot be chosen 
earlier. Hehce Senator Hill cannot make his 
New York Ldgislature select pocket Electors 
for him prior to November. All that he can 
do is to nave his Legislature repeal the pres- 
ent law providing for the choice of Electors 
by the people and pass a new one leaving 
their selection to the Senate and Assembly. 
Were such a law passed the two Houses would 
have to meet on the 8th of November and ap- 
point the thirty-six Electors. 

There is no question that Senator Hill would 
have the mode of choosing Electors altered 
in a minute if he believed it would help him. 
But if the change were made before the Chica- 
go convention met it would inure to the bene 
fit of the nominee, no matter who he was. 
For tne Legislature would appoint Democfat- 
ic Electors even though Cleveland were the 
nominee. Moreover, one of the great argu- 
ments of Hill’s supporters is that he can car- 
ry New York on the popular yote under any 
circumstances, and that he is the only man 
who can do it. 

Senator Hill’s stock in trade is the fact that 
he can Cafolinize ’’ the State of New York 
after he is nominated if he chooses, and that 
he will do it for his own benefit and not that 
of any other Democrat, and the further fact 
that he is an unscrupulous or smart man 
who 
can plan lawless schemes, and who has the 
courage to carry them out. For these reasons 


the spoilsmen of his party, North and South,’ 


are pretty generally for him. They think they 
have a bétter chance of getting at the offices 
under his leadership than under that of any 
other candidate, Itis not likely, however, 
from present appearances that they will com- 
pose two-thirds of the next convention. That 
two-thirds rule which beat Douglas will be 
equally potent to beat Hill.

The Rev. C. H. Frazer’s First Sermon at 
the Sixth Presbyterian Church, 

The Rev. Charles H. Frazer, who succeeded 
the Rev. Dr. Worcester as pastor of the Sixth 
Presbyterian Church, Vincennes and Oak 
avenues, met his congregation for the first 
time yesterday morning: Before his sermon 
he addressed his parishioners and said that he 
sympathized with them, in that they had to 
listen to a strange voice, that he had accepted 
his new charge without making any promises, 
but his principles would be made known by 
his sermons. He asked, as a special favor, 


that the young people of the church should at- 


tend his evening services, as he desired par- 
ticularly to have their codperation in his work. 
He found his text in John xXii., 82: 
And I, if I be lifted up from the earth, will 
draw all men unto me.“ Among other things 
he said: 

The time came when Christ was lifted up to 
the great doorway of heaven, and the bour has 
arrived when men are being drawn to him. If 
designing men had written the New Testament 
there would have been no clash, but honest men 
inevitably make mistakes. A man uneducated 
will frequently have more influence through his 
sympathetic nature than the most educated one 
without this quality. If my faith is a delusion it 
is a delusion that has saved more aching hearts 
than all the utterances of modern-unbelief. You 
had better have faith in a fable that teaches no- 
ble deeds than have the skepticism of proud rea- 
son t need only be carried to its legitimate 
issue to drape the earth in darkness. 


ANSWERING INGERSOLL’S ARGUMENTS 


The Rev. F. J. Brobst Finds IIlustrations 
in the Character of Washington. 

At Central Music Hall last evening the Rev. 
F. J. Brobst preached a sermon in refutation 
of the claim of Robert G. Ingersoll that the 
Christian mind had no liberty to investigate 
the points of creeds that it was called upon 
to believe. It was the second sermon in a 
series of replies to the allegations of Mr. In-

The Rev. Mr. Brobst took his text from 
John viii., 22: And ye shall know the truth, and 
the truth shall make you free.“ Among other 
things he said: 

George Washington, who is called the father of 
this country, who fought the battles of Revolution 
and established our liberty, wrote a letter to the 
Governors of the different States, closing witha 
proger that the Almighty God would be pleasec 
to bless the new Government of the United States. 
In all respects George Washington was a stalwart 
and robust man. uring the noon-tide hour his 
sword wes flashing for liberty, and at 
the midnight hour the stars looked down on 
his solemn and solitary prayer for the well-being 
of the new republic, tor humanity and liberty. 
Washington's prayer was the rock on ‘which the 
8 rested and which Ingersoll assailed. 

ashington and Lincoln take a back seat be- 
cause Mr. Ingersoll says that the sublime inspira- 
tion of the book on which the republic rests is a- 
myth, a delusion, and a snare, r. Ingersoll says 
it is the most cruel form of slavery. 


But if Mr. Ingersoll is simply guessing at what | 
Christianity is what revly can we make to him? 


We can pardon the childish claims of a little one, 
or the garrulity of an imbecile who pleads the 
baby act, but to Mr. Ingersoll we can only say 
that Christianity must have the mind free or it 
cannot give its assent tothe creed in which its 
faith is placed. 


SAYS KING’S SUIT IS FALSE. 


A Director of the Cincinnati, Hamiiton and 
Dayton Road on the Situation. 

CINcIxNATT, O., Feb. 21.—A director of the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton railroad 
company says the suit brought by Charles H. 
King of New York at Dayton Saturday to set 
aside the foreclosure suit of the D., Ft, W. 
and C. railway, made over a year ago, and 
the lease made by the Cincinnati, Hamil- 
ton Dayton railroad, is false. He says: 
Although the case has been in court for five 
years, and extensively published in New York 
and elsewhere, King has never appeared in 
court or asserted any rights which he now 
claims were being prejudiced. The road was 
hopelessly insolvent, without equipment or 
facilities for doing business; laborers and sup- 
plymen were unpaid when the court appoint- 
ed a receiver early in 1887. Everybody knew 
of the receivership. King could not have been 
in ignorance of it. Some of his counsel were 
counsel in the case at the time, or soon there- 


after. 

** Receivers’ certificates to a large amount 
were issued to make the road safe for trains; 
a large amount of prior. liens existed in the 
Federal Court which threatened a sale of the 
road if they were not paid; and early in 1891 
the road was appraised by appraiseis appoint- 
ed by the court, and in February, 1891, after 
ample notice by advertisement in the public 
press, it was sold at public sale. A large 
number of railroad men were present, but 
only one bid was made, and that was in the 
interest of the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Day- 
ton railroad, which was the largest creditor. 
Noone objected. The sale was confirmed 
and the road reorganized without any objec- 
tion. Bonds were issued ana put on the mar- 
ket without a hint of objection from King or 
any one else. 

A lease was subsequently made after ample 
published notices throughout the country, and 
no-~objection or question was raised as to the 
fairness and regularity of every act until quite 
a year had ＋ erty and new rights had grown 
up, and then King appears for the first time. 
During the five years that preceded he could 
and should have come into the court and 4s- 
serted his rights and had them judicially de- 
termined. It has always been known and has 
been publicly claimed from the very begin- 
ning that the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Day- 
ton was chief creditor of the Dayton, Fort 
Wayne and Chicago railroad, and it has al- 
ways and everywhere, publicly and privately, 
asserted its rights as a creditor, as it was in 
duty bound to do. 

“It paid more for the road than any one 
else would pay at fair public sale, and the 
claim now made that it conspired in any 
way and did any act that was unfair is inali- 
ciously and stupidly false. Every step taken 
during the five years of litigation was pub- 
lished broadcast, and everybody had every op- 
portunity enjoyed by litigants to come in and 
assert his rights. King, having waited to do 
this until after bonds were put upon the mar- 
ket and the rights of a large number of peo- 
ple have attached, makes apparent the mo- 
— of his present suit. King is unknown

Miner Balls Suit for Heavy Damages 
Against John Featherstone. 

Sr. Patt, Minn., Feb. 21.—[Special.]— 
Miner Ball of Minneapolis has sued John 
Featherstone for $151,614 damages. Ball, in 
his complaint, says that he was interested in 
various enterprises at Garden City, Miss.— 
viz.: The Garden City lumber company, 
whose capital stock was $25,000, of 
which he owned $24,800; the Garden 
City mercantile company, capital stock also 
$25,000, of which his share was $24,750; and 
the Mississippi Land, Loan, and Investment 
company, with a paid up stock of $133,100, of 
which $100,000 was his money. This latter 
company owned 13,317 acres of land worth 
$134,000. All the concerns, however, were in- 
debted, and the land comp owed some

Old-Time Methods in Vogue ina Progressive 
Age—Necessity for Modern Vigor in the 
Administration of Justice—Suggestions 
for Rete rm—Seymour Steadman’s Views 
on Single Tax Given Before the West 
Side Secular Union-—The Attainment of 
Equality tor All.

I shall speak only upon the practice and pro- 
cedure of the Circuit and Superior Courts of this 
county. The forms for procedure, pleadings, and 
general rules govern these courts are the same 
which were in vogue hundreds of yé¢ars ago in 
England, from which government our common 
law and many of our statutes controlling court 
practice have been borrowed. ee 

I might speak indefinitely of the insufficiency 
and inadequacy of the present system, but the 
real question is, Wllat changes can be made which 
will meet the requirements? ‘ 

In my judgement, those changes which would 
bést subserve the people could only be made by 
constitutional amendment, or by the elimination 
of a certain portion of the Constitution. 

First 1 will make suggestions which require no 
constitutional amendment nor Legislative enact- 
ment. 7

tical effect would be a more rapid disposition of 
cases, since the same questions arise in cases of a 
given class.

It only 
requires the exercise of latent power. If the gov- 
ernment is imperfect and inadequate, or any 
branch of it is insufficient to perform the func- 
tions for which it was created, itis because the 
aggregate intelligence is not equal to the emer-

LECTURED ON THE SINGLE TAX. 


Seymour Steadman’s Address Before the 
West Side Secular Union. 

Seymour Steadman lectured on the single 
tax last night at the meeting of the Secular 
Union at No. 181 West Madison street. 

Among other things he said: Nature asks 
of us no return for what we receive from it, 
and all the price received in the earth is the 
return to those who have walked the flinty 
hills, who have transformed ground and pre- 


pared it for utility, which sum they receive, 


as remuheration for their labor. We are 
forced to | recognize that property exists only 
where labor is inseparable to and connected 
with the result and that all value created by 
the people collectively should belong to them 
jointly. 

There are thousands of acres in the cities 
of this republic upon which have been erected 
costly dwellings and public buildings. The 
annual rental of those lots are the land values 
which belong to those who have created them 
—the people. The ultimate title in our prop- 
erty is in the State. No person gave land its 
value. The people have created the value of 
the land, ana no person, therefore, can give a 
title to that land. He did not create it and 
has no tangible ownership in it. | 

As long as a man by a paper title can keep 
others out of the use of property he creates a 
monopoly. 
high ag improved property the furmer will 
either be put to use by its present owners or 
disposed of to some person who will utilize it. 
Speculations in land values will cease. Single 
tax means that where there is no justice char- 
ity is a mockery; where there is justice chari- 
ty is an insult. It means the raising of the 
industrial world toa plane of harmony, fra- 
ternity, and peace. It means that every per- 
son shall stand upon his merits, with equal op- 
portunities to all and special privileges to 
none, It believes that the equality of oppor- 
tunities will give birth to physical, intellect- 
ual, and moral equality.” 


WENT OVER THE EMBANKMENT,

LABOR FOR UNEMPLOYED THOUSANDS. 


The Trade Assembly Discusses the Subject 
of Work for Idle Men. 

The dirty condition of the streets of Chicago 
and the 30,000 men alleged to be out of em- 
ployment and roaming the streets were sub- 
jects | discussed at the Trade and La- 
bor Assembly yesterday. A scheme for 
remedying the former and employing 
the latter was put forward, and it pre- 
cipitated considerable discussion. The 
delegates to the Woman’s Alliance made a re- 
port of its investigation of the cause of low 
wages. They had goneinto the factories of 
the city to inquire as to wages paid. The em- 
ployers had received them coldly and indi- 
eated only too plainly that they 
regarded* the visitors as intrudets. 
The facts as to wages paid couldn't be se- 
cured. The children employed were found to 
be instructed to lie about their age and decline 
to tell what they were paid. The report conclud- 
ed with a petition to Mayor Washburne and 
the City Council that the contracts for the re- 
moval of garbage and ashes daily be rescind- 
ed, inasmuch as they were not being con. plied 
with? With the contracts annulled the Mayor 
was asked to employ the large number of un- 
employed men to do the work and also to 
clean the streets. It was also urged that the 
men be paid at least the amount that may be 
hereafter required to keep them as criminals 
or paupers. If they were not given work 
these unemployed men might seriously men- 


ace the public safety, 

George Schillin posed the recommenda- 
tion. fie .; e power of the Mayor to 
put men to work. He didn’t believe, he said, 
in putting men to work just because they were 


out of work. The administration might use 


those 30,000 men in strengthening its political 
machine. As a property-owner he objected to 
any such scheme, and he would rather make a 
direct contribution to support these idle men if 
necessary. Putting them to work in that way 
wouldn't settle the labor question. 

Delegate Pomeroy was opposed to agitating 
the matter, and said the Trade Assembly was 
making a mistake in finding work for these 
idle men. Suppose, he said, the 30,000 men 
were put to work, the papers would at once 
make public announcement of the fact, and 
then New York and all the world would send 
men here, and in a short time the army of 
unemployed would be larger than ever. 

Much more discussion was indulged in, 
Tommy Morgan making 4 lengthy speech in 
favor of the city government giving work to 
the unemployed.. Mr. Pomeroy offered a 
substitute to the resolution addressed to the 
Mayor and City Council. The substitute was 
lost and the original report was adopted with 
the amendment that the unemployed be paid 
fair wages. 

Samuel Gompers, President of the Ameri- 
con Federation of Labor, was present at the 
meeting and made a lengthy speech. His 
visit to Chicago is to confer with labor leaders 
in relation to an international labor congress 
to be held during the World's Fair.

But the real point lies in the question not 
whether this or that chéck isa wise one, but 
whether there are to be any checks at all.

KNEW HE MUST FALL. 


GERMANS FORESAW THAT FREYCI- 
NET WOULD GO DOWN. 


He Is Regarded as the Most Capable War 
Minister, and Was nus Kncaced in 
Pertecting France’s Fortifications—The 
Succession to the Dachy of Brunswick 
and the Guelph Fund Negotiations—To 
Refuse to Transport Russian Hebrews— 
Investigations of Prussian Progress. 

[SPECIAL CABLE.) 

Berurn, Feb. 21.—The French Cabinet crisis 
attracts coniparatively little attention -rom 
most people here. The government and mil- 
itary, however, watch it with intense interest, 
as the general impression of Ministers and 
officers is that with evéry political change in 


policy is rendered more probable. The down- 
fall of Freycinet has been foreseen for some 
tine here, as it was foretold some six months 
ago by Count Munster, Ambassador from 
Berlin to Paris, in his diplomatic dispatches. 
The German War Department is delighted 
with the change, because in the German gen- 
eral staff Freycinet has been regarded as 
France’s ablest War Minister since the found- 
ing of the republic. It is understood that 
Freycinet had arranged with Clemenceau 
for his support until at least 1893, so 
that the outside line of fortifications. on the 
eastern boundary might be entirely com- 
pleted and the organization of the army, more 
particularly the colonial troops, might be con- 
summated. Freycinet, in return for such 
support, is said to have promised to avoid 
touching upon matters likely to cause radical 
disputes in Parliament. | 
German agents in Paris report that Clemen- 
ceau is still willing to keep his side of the 
agreement, but that Freycinet had to be 
thrown over that Ribot might be got out of the 
way. Ribot’s obuoxiousness, meéreover, is 
due to the fact that it was feared that he would 
involve the country in a war with Germany 
or Italy, or both, before Russia and its army 


The report that President Carnot leaned to-

Any 
half-way measure now, like a retreat from the 
advanced position of the Schddl) bill, they 
hint, would be disastrous to the German 
Chancellor. These warnings, however, are 
hardly necessary, as Caprivi has already 
trimmed his sails and is fighting tooth and 
nail against the Social Democrats and most 
of the National Liberals for the pussage of 
the School bill in its present form. 


For the Duchy of Brunswick. 


‘Newspapers here huve been filled in the last 
few days with stories that Prussia in treating 
with the Duke of Cumberland concerning the 
disposition of the Guelph fund has made pro- 
posals to him as regards succession to the 
Duchy of Brunswick. The question of succes- 
sion was in fact not considered in the negotia- 
tious, although itis still on for the govern- 
ment and the people of the duchy. When 
Prince Albrecht of 3 was chosen regent 
in October, 1885, he was extremely unpopular 
throughout the duchy. He disliked the Bruns- 


ferent to the prosperity of the theater, the 
fair, and the local enterprises. His conduct 
was regarded as all the more odidus by his 
people, who compared it with the lavishness 
of Duke William, who lived high, gloried in 
display, and kept the big tradesmen and arti- 
sans of the capital hard at work for him. He 
scattered money profusely among the Bruns- 
wick merchants until mentally and physically 
exhausted by his efforts toeat and wear the 
best of everything all the time. : 
After the interregnum the people hailed the 
coming of Prince Albrecht as the béginning of 
more good times in trade. The Prince showed 
himself at once, however, to be a strorg- 
minded, reserved suldier with strict ideas of 
frugality and discipline. He despised the fes- 
tivities of the little Brunswick court and its 
nobles, and when he had to meet the aristo- 
cratic land-owners of his province he did so 


with insolent coldness. The people never 
cheered him and the nobles avoided 
his court as much as possible. 


In 1888 the Prince offered his resignation. 
Bismarck and the Emperor, however, objected 
to accepting it on the ground that it would 
make a bad impression and injure the prestige 
of the monarchy thus to acknowledge the 
Prince’s failure as a ruler. After consider- 
able doubt and hesitation, the continued urg- 
ing of the Prince that he be relieved of his 
office led to the making indirectly of over- 
tures to the Duke of Cumberland, The lat- 
ler’s reply was that he was not to be held for 
the government’s convenience. This wound 
up negotiations as regards the succession. 


Guelph Fund Negotiations. 


The negotiations as regard the Guelph fund 
have been opposed by Prince Albrecht from 
the first. Ludwig Windthorst, the Clerical 
leader, however, persuaded the Emperor to 
allow him to act as mediator, and after nu- 
merous interviews with William, who in turn 
consulted with Bismarek, he. went to Gmun- 
den and offered the Duke most favorable terms 
for the settlement of the Guelph fund matter. 
The Emperor’s manner was most pacific and 
showed the greatest anxiety on his part to 
conclude the whole affair. His message, 
through Windthorst to the Duke, was this: 
as a child in 1866, and did not belong 
to that epoch. Nobody treated mq ill, and I 
offended nobody. Therefore I losé no dignity 
by proposing to the Duke conditions which 
my grandfather or father perhaps could never 
have consented to.“ : 
The Duke remained stiff-necked, however; 
and demanded so much that negotiations 
were broken off, The présent negotiations | 
were resumed under the superintendence on 
the Duke’s side of Deputy Bruhl, friend and 
counselor of Ludwig Windthorst. 


Uniformed @fficers in Switzerland, 


German dailies incorrectly assert that the 
Berne Government has prohibited the en- 
trance of uniformed German officers into 
Swiss territory, while French officers in uni- 
form are allowed to go and come pretty much, 
as they please. The facts in the case are as 
follows: In 1890 a dozen Swiss militia officers 
from Zurich passed Sunday in Schaffhausen. 
There they met two Germans of the Constance 
garrison, and they all got drunk together. 
In the evening they quarreled and 
the Swiss beat the Germans badly in a rough 
and tumble fight. The Germans complained 
in Zurich, and the whole affair was placed in 
diplomatic hands. The correspondence last- 
ed until recently, when it fesulted in the issu- 
ing of an order by the Emperor that no Ger- 
man ofticer in uniform should pass over the 
frontier. This order was especially hard for 
the Constance officers, who virtually are con- 
tined thereby to a small peninsula, being for- 


the frontier line passes. 

The Swiss newspapers answer the com- 
plaints of Germans that French officers in 
uniform are allowed to throng the streets of 
Geneva by saying that there are more than 
8,000 French families in the city, that most of 
them have relatives in officers’ corps, French 
army, and that the French officers seen in 
Geneva are there almost without éxception to 
visit their friends and kiusmen.

Argenbeaux fell on his knees 
several times before the engineer and prayed 
that he be allowed to do an occasional day’s 
work on deck.

Regularly, for years, our 
exports have started in February, and as regu- 
larly the stock market has been chilled by it. 
Half a million of gold was engaged Friday, 
another half million Saturday. Immediately 
there was a sagging off in prices. The bull 
ardor of the traders was checked. They 


sold stocks for both accounts, and 
Saturday after the bank statement ap- 
peared showing an increase of $10,- 


000,000 in the loans (due to trade movements 
and customary in February) and a decrease 
in the surplus reserve of $2,000,000, there was 
more selling of stocks and the market closed 
rather weak. It may weaken more Monday 
or next day, but the big houses are not likely 
to allow a serious break to occur. They can 
handle this market because it is still narrow 
and professional. The coal deal, which ‘made 
transactions of over 1,000,000 shares a day, 
was strictly professional. The general public 
had little part in it and while there is nothuig 
in sicht to cause selling in any considerable 
voluine by the public, the great bull houses 
can take care of things with but little trouble, 
There are no blocks of stock hanging over the 
market so large as to be threatening. 

To carry out the purposes of the coal com- 
bination a‘ majority of Lackawanna stock 
must be held permanently; to the same end, 
a majority of Reading must be held. This 
must have been calculated when the deal was 
originally planned. It is safe to calculate 
that the stock is paid for and laid away in the 
strong boxes of the great capitalists. The 
floating minority of the stock is small com- 
pared with the forces available for handling 
But it does not follow because the market 
can be held in easy control that the big capi- 
talists and leading capitalists are going to 
start another bull movement right away. On 
the contrary, they may think this is a good 
time to let things drift back a little; for the 
last part of February and the month cof 
March is usually a bad time to bull stocks. It 
is the stormiest season of the year, when the 
danger from storms, floods, violent changes 
of temperature, inflicting ‘widespread injury, 
is the greatest. 

How Gold Exports Operate, 

Then, too, there is the gold export. The 
difference in the price of a dollar bill, which 
makes tne difference between importing gold 
and exporting gold, is 1 percent. One cent 
on a dollar is enough under normal condi- 
tions. That is to say. if a man having a debt 

yin London finds that to buy a bill of 
po a on that place will cost him $1.01 he 
can more profitably send gold and does so. 
If, on the contrary, the man in 
London finds that a bill on New 
York is 101 cents he sends gold instead. 
When.a bill on London costs 489 cents per one 
pound sterling gold can be sent more profit- 
ably and, in the spring of the year, the de- 
mands of the trade generally do send it there 
—in fact gold can and is sent out before the 
489 mark is reached, as is the case now. In 
the fall, the case being reversed, the London 
man paying his New York debts sends gold 
rather — buy his New Lork bills at 489 
cents; but the New York man who may have 
to remit to London at that time, can buy his 
bills at 484 cents. When, therefore, exchange 
is 489 cents we export, and when at 484 cents, 
we import, But even this 1 per cent may be 
shaded, so fine have the dealers in exchange 
brought their calculations. 

At the market rate of exchange now it does 
not appear there is any profit in sending out 
gold. But it nearly always happens that the 

rst transactions are special, and it will be 
remembered howa prominent Treasury official 
last spring set out to sternly discountenance 
‘special’ transactions as being obnoxious to 
public morality. 

But now, where is our!“ balance of trade“? 
Where is the 55,500, 000 that Europe owes 
us at this moment, according to the statistics? 
One Philadelphia paper recently suggested 
that we demand the money be returned forth- 
with, as we needed no foreign entanglements. 
Some one facetiously added that the new 
navy might be employed to make the demand. 
Anyway, here we are with a statistical bal- 
ance of $155,500,000 of gold owing us. Weare 
settling our foreign balances in gold just the 
same as before, and just as if these statistics 
did not show the foreigners that they ought to 
be sending millions of gold to us instead of 
our sending some to them. 

Also Disturbed by the Silver Men. 

While the market i» getting to its customary 
* gold chill, it is also a little disturbed by 
the silver men, and perha ape there may be 
some disposition to wait and see just how far 
these people are to be allowed to go. This is 
another réason why the market as a whole 
may be dull and possibly lower, except for 
specialties. 

Some stocks have been exceptionally strong 
the last week. Western Union has, and it is 
inferred that at next month’s meeting the div- 
idend will be increased. Chicago gas has 
been largely bought by Chicago houses. It is 
officially announced that a syndicate of friends 
of the company have purchased the Economic 
concern and also the natural gas properties in 
Indiana, and Chicago will have fuel gas 
supplied at low cost when projected plans are 
perfected. It is an instructive lesson in spec- 
ulation that the ple who are such persist- 
ent bears on Chicago gas stock, when in the 
fifties, have lately been the largest buyers of 
it at twenty-five to thirty points higher. 
There were men here who were believers in 
the property and large holders of its shares, 
but they could do nothing singly against the 
Chicago bear clique. Therefore they made 
a little combination and put their interests 
unreservedly into the hands of Mr. Keene. As 
soon as that was done the Chicago cliqué were 
already beaten. All the little market tricks 
that they could play were nothing against the 
skill of a man that Wall street acknowledges 
has never had his superior in handling prop- 
erties on the Stock Exchange. His skill is 
really a sort of intuitive genius. He never 
was beaten except when he beat himself, that 
is, when he utterly overworked himself, 

Profits Aggregate $2,250,000.

THE TREASURE HOUSE OF MOROCCO. 


Built Under Ground and Guarded by 300 
Black Soldiers. 


Morocco has a famous treasure house which, 


although not so important as it was once, still 
contains a large part of the Sultan’s accumu- 
lations froma the heavy taxes imposed on his 

ple. There are at present three subtreas- 
uries where a considerable part of the coun 
try’s revenue is kept. The chief repository, 
however, and pe only one which is well 
known, is at.Miknas, on the road between Fez 
and the City of Morocco. 

In the course of time an immense amount 
of money has been kept in that strongly- 
guarded receptacle. The treasure is in the 
form of gold and silver, a good deal of it 
coined and a great dealin the form of bar 
metal. 

Morocco is not a very expensive government 
to carry on, although the people are burdened 
with heavy taxes, says the New York Sun. 
The Sultan’s outgo is chiefly for the expenses 
of his court, for the payment of his pension 
roll, which amounts to à considerable sum, 
for theological schools, for the entertainment 
of his guests, and for his army, which, howev- 
er, is not a heavy drain on the treasury. ~ 

The officers of the State cost the govern- 
ment comparatively little, for they are ex- 
pected, in their own provinces, to bleed the 
ay for their personal advantage, and they 

ive right up to their privileges. Very little 
is expended for Streets, roads, bridges, pris- 
ons, and other things which cost most gov- 
ernments a great deal of money. The Sultan 
hoards a large part of the sums he receives 
from.taxes to add to his personal fortune and 
to pay the expenses of war, should he be so 
unlucky as to become involved in trouble with 
his European friends. The debt he owes Spain 
on account of the unpleasantness between that 
country and his own years ago is not paid 
yet, although the sum is being diminished 
rapidly, as Spain takes one-half of the total 
customs duties collected at Moroccan ports. 

Nobody knows how great the sum of money 
is that ig held in the treasure boxes of Mo- 
rocco, but it is supposed to be enormous. 
Morocco has a population of about 8,000,000 
people, and although most of them are very 
poor the tax-gatherers contrive to squeeze a 
good deal of money out of them. Miknas 
has been the royal treasury for some centuries. 
The treasury building is a short distance out- 
side of the city. Its stone walls are very high 
and thick, To get inside these walls one has 
to pass through three great iron doors. If 
thieves could get inside all these doors they 
yet might not be able to secure the treasures. 
The interior is a long, narrow hall, as dark as 
pitch, which is the passageway to the iron 
trap door, abundantly supplied with locks, 
which is let into the stone flooring, and leads 
to an underground apartment, where the treas- 
ure is kept in a large ropm called the treasure 
chamber. The building is guarded constantly 
by 300 negro slaves, who are a part of the 
Sultan’s army, and are never permitted to 
leave the neighborhvod, 

The treasure house is opened only once a 
year. At that time the Sultan either comes in 
person or sends one of his most trusted offi- 
cials. The purpose, usually, is uot to take any 
treasure away, but to add to the hoard, be- 
cause the Sultan retains from the taxes a sufti- 
cjent sum to meet all the expenses of his court 
and government. As a rule, therefore, unless 
the Sultan has had an unusually unpleasant 
time with the Berbers, who are in rebellion 
often, and determined, apparently, to make 
the Sultan’ slifea burden to him, the accumu- 
latiors in the treasury are not diminished. 

The subtreasuries, which have existed within 
the last few years only, ere ak Fez, the City of 
Morocco, and in the oasis of Tafilalet, south 
of the Atlas Mountains, among the F ilali peo- 

le, The shrewd Suitan, in hiding a part of 

1is revenue in the desert of Sahara, is provid- 
ing, undoubtedly, for the possibility that he 
may be compelled to leave his throne and 
seek safety in flight some day. He proposes, 
if that unhappy event occurs, to have money 
enough for a rainy day in.a region that is not 
aceessibie easily. It is said that the treasure 
kept in the oasis is very much larger than the 
amount deposited in the other subtreas- 
uries, and that the Sultan has been con- 
sidering seriously the advisability of carting 
off most of the money he keeps at Miknas to 
Tafilalet, Miknas is on the road to the City 
of Mo , and should the Sultan be involved 
in war with an invading European power it is 
1 that one of its first enterprises would be 
82 possession of the treasure house at 
Miknas, The soldier slaves who guard the 
house are called the black guard.

The money situation continues easy locally as 
well as generally. Bankers claim that there is an 
almost imperceptible increase in demand for 
money.
